Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6, 14 and 15 allowed and renumbered as 2, 3 and 1 respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 15, the instant invention is directed to a terminal equipment connected to a 
cable television station of cable television to receive a cablecast signal for television 
programming delivery system and a master terminal including a first tuner and second 
tuner and a slave terminal for receiving signals transmitted from the master terminal. 
The relevant prior art of records, such as Streak et al (4,916,532) teaches a television 
local wireless transmission and control. Lownes et al (6,137,539) disclose digital 
television and VCR status display. Moss et al (5,485,370) disclose home services 
delivery system with intelligent terminal emulator. Zou (6,684,401) discloses method 
and system for independent incoming and outgoing message dispatching in a home 
audio/video network. Eytchison (6,363,434) discloses method of managing resources 
within a network of consumer electronic devices. However neither Streck, Lownes, 
Moss, Zou nor Eytchison, and any of the cited references teach or suggest, alone or in 
combination, the feature of "a message signal outputting means for outputting a 
message signal for displaying a selected state of the selector subsection on a second 
television receiver, to transmit the message signal through the radio-transmitter section 
to the slave terminal, the message signal indicating that the image signal is prevented 
from being transmitted when the selector subsection is switched to send the image 
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signal from the second tuner section to the picture-recording device," as recited in 
combination other features with respect to independent claim 15.
